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HE promoting frequent Communion ( ſays an 
Author very much efteemed) has had no incon- 
iderable Influen'e in retrieving the Piety and 
Devotion of the Primitive Times ; yet great Numbers 
rave been deterr'd from it, by fear of Eating and Drink- 
ing unworthily, imagining they might incur their own 
Danmation; my Deſign therefore by this ſhort Treatiſe, is 
to ſhe what Preparation is abſolutely neceſſary to quali- 
fy a Communicant for a worthy Participation of the 
Lord's Supper; in order that he may approach the Holy 
Altar <vithout the leaſt Fear of Eating aud Drinking 
Damnation to himſelf. 

To this Diſcourſe, I have added ſuitable Prayers and 
Aleditations, adapted to the ſeveral Parts of a Gommuni- 
cant's Duty, and which I hope wvill fully guide him to a 
Sacramental Preparation; all which, if they are of Ad- 
vantage and Benefit to Mankind, either in conforming 
their Fudgment, or removing their Fears; in preparing 
them for, or aſſiſting their Devotion before, at, and after 
this Holy Sacrament; the then uſeful and happy Effect. 
of it <vill deſirably prove that it vas wrote for the Ser- 
vice of Men, in <uboſe beſt Intereſt, I ſhall always em- 
ploy my Head and my Heart, yea, my Purſe andmy Pen.

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HE Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, as it is called by 
St. Paul, &c. hath been ſet, by 
Ill too many Preachersand Writers 
of this and the laſt Age, in a 
falſe and frightful Ligbt; by re- 
gquiring more Preparation to a 
worthy and beneficial Reception of this Sacrament, 
than Cod hath enjoin'd ; or by threatning of Judg- 
ments in caſe of an unworthy Approach, which 
TJzsvs never denounced himſelf, nor authorized 
any to declare, ſome very inconſiderate and unwa- 
ry Perſons, have diſcouraged many humble Chriſ- 
trans from a joyful partaking of the Lord's Supper, * 
to their Loſs, and its Difuſe. Some through a 
miſunderſtanding of the Greek word Ke, -which 
ſignifieth no more than a temporal Puniſhmenr, * 
I Coy, xi. 29. have made it, in their undigeſted < 
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Diſcourſes, eternal Damnation, without Relief, to 
drink the Cup of the Lord, without the Commu- 
nicant can punctually tell the very inſtant when, and 
the Manner how, the Divine Work of Regeneration 
was begun in his Soul; while Others have aſſert- 
ed, without any grounds from Scripture, and a- 
gainſt their own Reaſon, that all voluntary Sins af- 
ter receiving the Sacrament are unpardonable: from 
which this Conſequence juſtly flows; that to abſtain 
from the Sacrament, though God and Chriſt have ex- 
refly commanded us to frequent it, is thè wiſeſt and 
ſafeſt thing Men can do, becauſe, according to the 
Doctrine of theſe miſtaken Sons of Thunder, God 
mult have inſtituted it for no other End, but effec- 
tually to damn the Men that obey him; which no 
wiſe or thinking Perſon can believe or broach. | 
What Intention theſe Preachers and Writers had 
in adyancing Doctrines, which have no Exiſtence 
hut in their own over- heated Brains; and no Ten- 
dency but to trouble timorous Chriſttans, and 
diſcourage them from an Attendance upon God at 
his Table, unleſs it was to eaſe themſelves of the 
Adminiſtration, I muſt profeſs, I cannot conjecture. 
But whatever was the Deſign of theſe miſtaken Wri- 
ters, whom I ſhall ever oppoſe in the Spirit of 
Meckneſs, whilſt Reaſon and Argument are for 
me, I am ſure of this, that the Conſequences of 
ſuch unreaſonable and melancholy Doctrines, which 
are the decay of vital Religion, and the diſuſe and 
dread of one of the moſt lovely and advantageous 
Iuſtitutions of Chriſt, are very bad and ſhametul. 
And now to remove the tormenting Fears and un- 
reaſonable Scruples, that theſe injudiczous Perſons 
and imprudent Diſcourſes have raiſed in the Minds 
of the weak and humble, about eating and drinking 
"gw rill'y, and thereby incurring their own Damna-

welcome gneſt at the Lord's Table, he whoſe 
Temper and Life are 3 he who believes 
the Chriftian Religion, and governs his Heart and 
Life by the holy — 4 it, muſt certainly be 
ſuch, for he hath all the Preparation that is neceſ- 


| ſary to qualify lim for the great Benefit of Chriſt's 


meritorious Sufferings and Death; and therefore he- 
muſt be well prepared for a worthy Commemora- 
tion of it. JE? 

But ſince the great and infpired Apoſtle St. Pax? 
hath made Selt- Examination, in 1 Cir, xi. 28. 
the only Duty that is required to a worthy and 
— — receiving of the Lord's Supper, I wou'd 


| confine myſelf and my Reader to that Text of holy 
| Scripture, But let a Alan examine him ſelf, and ſo let 


him eat of that Bread, and drink of that Cup, q. d. 
Let every One who is capable of Reflection, and 
« wou'd be a worthy Partaker of this Sacrament, 
% conſider well with himſelf what he hath donc, 
« what he is, and what he is going about; let him 
« try his Heart and Mind, his Behaviour and Life, 
« in order to the Acknowledgement and Correc - 
« tion of all that hath been amiſs in each; and then 
let him partake of this Sacrament, according to 
« the ſolemn Inſtitution of it by Chriſt.“ So that 
he who wou'd be a worthy Communicant, muſt not 
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preſume to come to the Table and Supper of the 
Lord, till he bath impartially and previouſly exa- 
mined himſelf; But let a Man examine himſelf. Now 
this Examination of himſelf, which St. Paw] required 
from the Corinthians, according to the Judgment o 
ſome very learned and conſiderable Men, ſuch as 
Archbiſhop Tilltſon, and Mr. Locke, &c. who con- 
ſidered only the Oceaſion and Circumſtances of the 
Apoſtle's Diſcourſe concerning the Sacrament, dic 
not concern their Chriſtian State and Temper ; bu 
their Behaviour at, and manner of eating of the 
Lord's Supper. The Apoſtle knew that they were 
really Chriſtians, and (no doubt) determined te 
continue ſuch; for their Converſion to Chriſtianity 
was viſible and obvious to all Men, 2 Cor. iii. 2 
they had been greatly debauched and very vile whil 
they were in their Gentile State, 1 Cor. vi. 9, 10, II 
and they worſhipped Idols, 1 Cor. xii. 2. But by 
the Apoſtle's preaching, which was in Demonſtra 
tion of the Spirit and of Power, 1 Coy. 11. 4. Dy 
were turned from Idols, to ſerve the living Go 
and now worſhipped him through Jesvs the 2 
Mediator: they were become the Temple of Go 
1 Cor. 111. 16, 17. and not only the 2 but 
the Epiſtle of Chriſt, 2 Cor. iii. 3. and through thei 
ſincere Submiſſion to Chriſt in all his Inſtitutions 
they were very famous; and therefore St. Paul com 
mends them for this, though he was about to-re 
rove, and did much blame them for a particular 
diſorder in the Lord's Supper; 1 Cor. xi. 2. Now! 
praiſe you, Brethren, that you remember me in all Things 
and keep the Ordinances as delivered them unto you. 
Since then it was plain and admirable to all who 
knew the Corinthians, that they were ſincere Chrit- 
tians, and reſolutely fix'd in the Chriſtian Scheme 
and Religion, it is certain, the Apoſtle did not 1

Duty. Butlet a Man examine himſelf, and ſo let him 
eat of that Bread and drink of that Gup, and examine 
yourſelves, whether ye be in the Faith; prove your cen 
ſelves. And in conformity to theſe Divine Com- 
mands, Self-Examination in the largeſt mannner is 
in joined us by the Church; as you may ſee by this 
Queſtion and Anſwer, which end her Catechiſm.

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Anſ. To examine themſelves, <vhether they truly re- 
pert of their former Sins; ſtedfadly propoſing to lead a 
new Life, have a lively Faith of God's Alercy in Chriſt, 
wwith a therkful Remembrance of his Death; and be in 
Coarity cvith all en. 

And becauſe God and his Church inſiſt upon a 
large and previous Examination of our ſelves, be- 
fore we may partake of the holy Sacrament which 
is to commemorate the Death and Paſſion of our 
Lord, I ſhall, for the Benefit of the intended 
Communicant, and the Aſſiſtance of his Memory, 
Sve. reduce the Subject-matter of our Examination 
into, and conſider it under the following particular 
Heads, as 1t may regard, 1. Our paſt Lite and Be- 
haviour. 2. Our preſent Reſolutions, State and 
Temper. 3. Our Faith in Chriſt and his Goſpel. 
4 Our Knowledge of the Nature, End and De- 
ſign of this Sacrament. And 5thly and laſtly, Our 
Poſſeſſion of thoſe Graces which muſt actually qua- 
lify us for it. Under one or another of theſe Heads, 


may all the particular Things, neceſſary to a due 


Preparation for, and Participation of the Lord's 
Supper, be caft and conſidered. 
I. It is required of thoſe who 
Self-Exami- wou'd come worthily to this Sacra- 
nation, what. ment, that they impartially exa 
| mine their paſt Life and Behaviour 
The Corinthians Behavionr at the Lord's Supper had 
been ſcandalous and indecent; they came to it i 
great diſorder ; one before another, one hungry, having 
eat nothing, and others drunken, ver. 21. having bee 
intemperate in Wine; their Carriage, which gave 
Occaſion to St. Paul's Diſcourſe, was not what might 
be expected from, and wou'd have well become 
Chriſtians at a common Feaſt, and therefore he pul 
them upon examining of it; But let a Alan examin 


himſelf; i. e. conſider well with himſelf what Beha 
| | viout 
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viour 1s moſt ſuitable unto, and will beſt become 
him at the Lord's Table, in order to the Confeſ- 
ſion and Correction of his former Indecencies there. 
But we are to make a farther Scrutiny than this be- 
fore we muſt dare to come there: we muſt look 
back into all the Actions of paſt Life, to which our 
Memories will carry us, and impartially conſider 
the Morality or Wickedneſs of them, Hag. 1. 5, 7. 
Now rolapw ond ſaith the Lord of Hoſts, conſider 
your Ways, to reflect impartially upon all thoſe 
parts of Life that are paſt and gone, and to conſider 
ſeriouſly what we have done with, or how we have 
fill'd them up, can at no ſeaſonable Oppportunity, 
be an unprofitable or unſuitable 3 of our 
Time or our Thoughts. Now Lime thus ſpent 
turns to the beſt Account; and to do this is certain- 
ly our Duty and our Intereſt. To make this plain to 
every Capacity, let me obſerve, That a general 
Repentance, or a Confeſſion and Amendment of all 
the paſt Errors of Heart and Life, is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to our Pardon, Acceptance, and Salvation, 
even under the Covenant of Grace; for God oro 
commandeth all Men every where to repent, Acts xvii. 30. 
And as Self-Examination (which is, in Order to the 
Correction of all that hath been, and is ſtill, wrong 
in both) is neceſſary to the Knowledge of our Sins, 
and our Repentance of them, fo it muſt be every 
Man's Concern, Intereſt and Duty: For how ſhall 
we know what Evil we have done, or what is ſtill 
wrong in Heart or Life? How ſhall we confeſs or 
correct our moral Miſtakes; be ſorry and humble, 
2 and contrite, for our paſt Sins? Flow 
all we ſatisfy our Conſciences Gifely, or endea- 


vour for Reconciliation to God, without a ſpe- 
cial and univerſal Examination, of our paſt Bebau- 
viour and Life? Tis only by this Study of our- 
ſelves, that we can poſſibly attaiu unto, and preierve 
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a good Knowledge and Underſtanding of our Life 
and State, of what we have to confeſs and amend ; 
and therefore it is every Man's Wiſdom, Intereſt, 
and Duty, as he wou'd have an eaſy and tender 
Conſcience, a virtuous and regular Life, or a ſafe 
and comfortable Death, aclear and applauded Ac- 
count, and a bleſſed Eternity: I ſay, it is every 
one's Wiſdom and Advantage, if he wou'd be happy 
bere and hereafter, to compare his paſt Life and 
Converſation with the Law of God, in order to ac- 

knowledge and reform the ſeveral Errors of em. 
To examine, is, ad examen revocare, to bring to 
the Rule any Thing that we wou'd know and. 
prove : So tha 3 of ourſelves re- 
guired, ſuppoſeth an infallible Rule, by which we 
are to form and cenſure, to try and judge our Lives: 
And this is the Holy Scripture, cuhich is given by In- 
ſpiration of God; and is profitable fur Doftrine, for Re- 
proof, for Correction, and for Inſtruction in Righteouſ- 
neſs; that the Alan of God may be perfect, throughly 
furnijbed unto all Good Horks, 2 Tim. ili. 16, 17. In 
the Holy Scriptures, which are a perfect Rule of 
Religion, we may ſoon ſce not only how we 
ought to live and act, but alſo. wherein and how 
far we have erred, what Things we have done that 
were unlawful, and what Duties we have neglected, 
which ought to have been performed to , to 
others, and to ourſelves. Herein we may. ſee all 
our moral Errors and Deviations, what Imagina- 
tions have been vain, what Affections inordinate, 
what Paſhons exceſſive, what Language has been 
ſinful, and wherein we have erred from Truth and. 
Duty, in Thought, Word and Deed. In fine, by 
comparing ourſelves with the Word of God, that 
perfect Rule of Holy Life, and enquiring with a 
jaſt Severity wherein and how far we have departed 
trom, or agreed unto it, we ſhall get a good Un- 
| derſtanding 
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derſtanding of paſt Liſe, and a clear ſenſe our 
former Sins, which we are to repent of, before we 
can ſafely partake of the Holy Sacrament. We ſhall 
this way foon ſee, what Tr: 
been, and how much we need an Intereſt in Chriſt, 
thro' whoſe Mediation it is, that Humiliation and 
Repentance are accepted to our Forgiveneſs and Par- 
don. Here, and here only, ſhall we diſcover all 
our Sins; For by the Law is the Knowledge of Sin, 
Rom. iii. 20. And therefore to this we ſhou'd ap- 

ly ourſelves: For it will not only teach us what we 
4 to confeſs, and amend, to pray and give thanks 
for; but it will lead us to a Holy Living, Pal. cxix. 
59, 60. I thought on my Ways, and turned my Feet 
unto thy Teſtimonies; made — and delayed not to 
keep thy Commandments. The Man that recals his paſt 
Manners and Life, in order to a 3 or cenſure, 
as they ſhall juſtly deſerve, aſl e alſo that hath 
impartially inſpected and judged himſelf, that hath 
condemn'd himſelf for his Sin and Folly, can ne- 
ver fall iato that Looſeneſs of Manners and Life 
as they may, who live without Thought and Carc. 
Conſcience will be more tender and wakefal, v;nen 
it is made the Cenſor of Life, and allowed to do 
its Office as our Judge, with Fidelity and Care; 
which will make Life more regular bay, ious, and 
gradually and habitually refine our Heart. So 


great are the Advantages of Self-Examination, 


that it hath heen recommended as a part of the dai- 
Iy Exerciſe of good Men, by inſpired and Heathen 
Moraliſts of the greateſt Piety and Name; Particu- 
larly by David, Pſal. liv. 4. Commune <vith your oq:n 
Fleart upon your Bed, and be ſtill, Selah ; and by Py- 
thagoras. (if thoſe Verſes that go under his Name, 
and are called Pythageras's Golden Verſes, be real- 
ly his) who adviſes his Scholars every Night to re- 
view the Actions of the Day, and ask themſclvex 
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theſe uſeful Queſtions, Ii ape; 7i I" Seba; 


Tn wot Nov u £7ehtn, c. berein have I tranſ- 
grefs'd? W hat have I done? I bat Duty have I omit- 
ted? &c. W bich Courſe, ſaith Hierocles his Commen- 
tator, will perfect the Divine Image in them that 
ue it. When this general Review of Life ſhou'd 
be made, I muſt leave to every Man's Reaſon ; 
for I can't fix the Day, the Week, or the 
Year : But this I ſhall ſay, that this Work (how 
deficient and ungratefu] 8 it be) muſt be done 
before a Man can ſafely and beneficially partake of 
the Lord Supper; 5 that the ſooner and more 
impartially it is done, the better. He may ap- 
preach the Holy Altar of the Lord who died for 
our Sins; we, muſt not appear there in the Igno 
rance, and under the Guilt of them; for this Sacra» 
ment was not appointed for the Remiſhon of paſt 
Sins, it is only a Commemoration of that all- ſuffi- 
cient Sacrifice which was once offer'd for an eter- 
nal Expiation: It is a Memorial of the Death of 
Chriſt, c af er d to fut acray Sin by the Sacrifice 
AH im ſelf, Heb. ix. 26. And is exalted to be a Prince 
ang , fir to give R pentance io Iſrael and Re- 
miſſion of Sins, Acts v. 31. Pardon is the Purchaſe 
of the Blaod of Chriſt; and granted unto Men by 
the Mercy of God, not as aconſequent of our Eatin 
and Drinking the Sacrament, but upon the Condi- 
tion of a true ard unfeigned Repentance, which 
only can prepare thoſe that have linned for a ſafe 
end worthy receiving of it. We muſt with true 
Humility and Contrition acknowledge and confeſs, 
repent of and forſake our Sins, before we can be 
welcome at the Lord's Table; and this we can never 
do uhiiſt weare ignorant and inſenſible of them; and 
from hence ts our Obligation to examine paſt Life. 
Exan tation is in order to our gaining A 
ſei e of our Sins, that we may confeſs and correct 
them; 
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them; and it is every Man's Duty and Concern on- 
ly, as it ſubſerveth theſe great and important De- 
igns. But not to confine you altogether in 
Life, which is a very uncomfortable and melancholy 
Proſpect with many, let me now recommend the 
Examination. | 
IT. Of our preſent State, Reſo- 
lutions and Temper. We are to

examine our preſent State, whether à true Repen-

Chriſtians or not? Firf, we are to | 
enquire whether we are ſincere Penitents or not; 
becauſe it is required of thoſe cho come to the Lord's Sup- 
per, that they examine themſelves whether t *.* 
repent of all their former Sins. Repentance of all pa 
Sins, is a Duty of the greateſt Importance, and ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to our Pardon and Salvation, as 
well as to our worthy partaking of the Holy Com- 
munion, In it we all Fave a Concern ; becauſe in 
many Things eve offend all, James iii. 2. And there js 
no Ilan that ſinneth not, 1 Kings viii. 46. So that, 
if ce ſay we have no Sin, cue deceive ourſelves, and the 
Truth is not in us, 1 John i. 8. And as we all have 
ſinned, we are all required, in order to Forgiveneſs, 
to repent, Ezek. xviii. 30. Repent, and turn your- 
ſelves from your Tran/greſſions ; fo Iniquity ſball not be 
your Ruin. Mark vi. 12. And they (the Apoſtles) 
went out, and preached that Men ſbou d repent. 80 
Acts iii. 19. 1 ye therefore, and be converted, that 
your Sins may be blotted out. And Chap. xvii. 30. 
God now commandeth all Men every where to repent. 
The Penitent and Reformed ſhall have all the Be- 
nefit of Chriſt's meritorious Suffering and Death, 
ſuch as, Pardon and Favour, Grace and Glory; 
they, and they only, are qualified for the Mercy 
of God in Chriſt; and therefore cannot be unſit to 
commemorate his Death, in the manner he himſelf 


appointed 
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appointed em. Whereas they who continue in the 
Love and Practice of Sin, under the Dominion and 
Habit of Luſt and Paſſion, & c. As they have no 
Benefit from the Death and Paſſion of our Lord, ſo 
they can have no Advantage from a Sacramental 
Remembrance of, and are utterly unfit for it. With- 
out a true and unfeigned Repentance of all Sin, 
there is no Advantage from the Death of Chriſt to 
any Man. For he gave himſelf for us, that he might redeem 
us from all Iniquity, and purify unto himſelf a pecu- 
liar People, zealous of good Ii orks, Titus ii. 14. And 
he is called ]*sv s, becauſe he ſaveth his People 

om (not in) their Sins, Matt. i. 21. Jesus, 
the Grace of God, taſted Death for every Man 10 
far, that whoſoever repents of Sin, and lives a Life 
of Holineſs and Obedience, ſhall, in Virtue of his 
Mediation, (I. e his Death and Advocacy) be par- 
doned and ſaved: For C riſt was manifeſted, that he 
might deſtroy the Works of the Devil, 1 John iii. 8, And 
deliver us from this preſent evil World, Gal. 1. 4. He 
came not to call the Righteous, but Sinners to Repentance, 
Mark ii. 17. Aud bis own ſelf bare our Sins in his 
own Body on the Tree, that <we being dead unto Sin 

u'd live unto Righteouſneſs, 1 Peter ii. 24. Since 
then the Death of Chriſt doth not render Repen- 
tance needlets, in as much as our Forgiveneſs and 
Acceptance are ſuſpended upon it, the Impeni- 
tent and Wicked, who continue in the habitual 
Practice of known Sins, without Thoughts, Deſign 
and Reſolution of Amendment, can have no Ad- 
vantage from the Commemoration of his Death, 
and are abſolutely unfit for it. If theſe approach 
the Lord's Table, and partake of the Sacrament, it is 
only to eat and drink Fudement io themſelves; to diſ- 
honour the Lord, and hurt themſelves ; for to ſuch 
the Morſel wou'd be fatal, and the Cup deadly. It 
is not ſafe, yea, it is dangerous for ſuch to approach 
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u ho are yet in their Sins, neither humble for, nor 
reſolved to leave them. The Cup will be a Cup 
of trembling; and the Conſequences of Eating, 
Sickneſs and Death to ſuch, ver. 30. Foy this 
Cauſe many are eveak and ſickly among you, and many 
ſleep, i. e. are dead. Since then it is of the 
laſt Importance, That ave repent of all our former 
« Sins, ſince we cannot be ſafe and healthful, 
worthy and welcome Communicants without we 
do truly correct our paſt Errors, and amend both 
Heart and Life, let us examine ourſelves cloſely a- 
bout this Thing, before we dare to preſent ourſelves 
before the Lord at his Holy Altar. And this we 
may do under theſe two following Particulars, 
which do include all the different Parts of a real 
and hearty Repentance. Before which, let me re- 
mark this; That ſome Divines have made godly 
Sorrow and Tears for Sin, the firſt Part of a true 
Repentance; but according to St. Paul, who muſt 
be ſuppoſed to underſtand the true Nature of a 
Repentance unto Life, as well as any other Apoſtle, 
and better than any of our latter 
Divines, Godly Sorrow for a Contrition 
true ſenſe of Sin, is ſomething di- or Godly Sor- 
ſtinct from, and previous unto true roi for Sin, 
Repentance, 2 Cor. vii. 9, 10. 
New I vejoicen, ot that ye were made ſorry, but that ye 
ſerrocved to Repent ance; for Godly Sorrow ayorketh 
Repentance to Salvation not to be repented of. And as 
Sorrow for Sin is no part of Repentance, no more 
is the Confeſſion of it, though they do both very 
often accompany it. *Tis true, we are humbly to 
acknowledge and confeſs our manifold Sins to Cod; 
and every ſincere Penitent doth do it in a contrite 
Frame and Temper, Pſal. xxxii. 5. I acknowledged 
(faith David, the Man of God's Heart) my Jin un-

Eyes, and abhor it, and ourſelves for it, the more; 
and alfo becauſe this is the Way to obtain the For- 
iveneſs of it, 1 John i. 9. If we confeſs our Sins, be is 
Fangen and juſt to forgive us our Sins, and to cleanſe 
us from all Unrighteouſneſs. And Rom. . 10. With 
the Mouth, Confeſſion is made unto Salvation. And 
may I not ſuppoſe that thou wilt now ask me, 
wherein Repentance unto Salvation conſiſteth; if 
Sorrow for gin, if a ſenſe of Sin, and the Confeſ- 
fion of it, are not parts thereof? To which 1 an- 
ſwer, That the Nature of true Repentance, which

a forſaking of ſelves, is the forſaking of all for 
Sin mer Sins. Whatever fenſe of Sin 5: 
nv Man hath, or however large 
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and frequent his Confeſſions of it be, if he doth not 
ceaſe the Practice of Sin, and actually forſake it, he 
is no real Penitent. To confeſs our Sins without leav- 
ing them, is only to boaſt of our Shame, and tell 
our Reproach and Folly; it is not to repent of 
them: to repent, is to have done with Sin, both 
25 to the Love and the Practice of it, and hence 
are theſe Exhortations, Ceaſe to do Evil, put away the 
Evil of your Doings from before mine Eyes, Iſa. i. 16. Turn 
je, turn ye from your evil Ways ; for auh will ye die, O 
Houſe of Iſrael, Ezek. xxxiii. 11. And herefore, O 
King,—break eff thy Sins, Dan. iv 27, &c. And with- 
out we, in Obedience to theſe divine Injunctions, 
break off, and turn from all our evil Ways and for- 
mer Sins, there is no Repentance or Pardon ; for 
tis only to the Men that forſake all known Sin, 
that pardoning Mercy and Grace is promiſed and 
oftered, Prov. xxviii. 13. He that covereth his Sings, 
ſhall not proſper : But whoſo confeſſeth and forſaketh 
them, ſhall have Mercy. And Iſa. lv. 7. Let the Wicked 
forſake bis Way, and the unrighteous Man bis Thoughts; 
and let bim return unto the Lord, aud he vill have 
Mercy upon him, and to our God, for he <vill abundant- 
ly pardon. The only true Penitent, that is worthy 
and welcome to communicate, is he that hath cea- 
ſed from Sin, that be ſhou'd no longer live the Reſt of 
his Time in the Fleſh, to the Luft of Men; or it is he 
that is now firmly reſolved upon an eternal Adieu 
to all Sin, and hath actually left it. He that con- 
tinues under the Power of evil Habits, that ſtill de- 
lights in former Exceſſes, and hath not as yet either 
left, or determin'd to leave his Sins, is a wicked 
and unprepared Man. He is not only unfit for the 
Lord's Supper, but alſo for all Religious Wor- 
ſhip: He is unfit for the Religious Aſſembly of 
Saints, who meet for the Worſhip of a God «pho 3s 
of purer Eyes than to behold Evil, and cannot look on 
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nation in Pay- aſide every Weight, and the Sin ci 
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Iniquity. And he is to be excluded their Com- 
pany and Friendſhip, 1 Cor. v. 9, 11. I wrote to 
you in an Epiſtle not to company <vith Fornicators : But 
now ] have <uritten unto you not to keep Company; if 
any Nan that is called a Brother be a Fornicator, ov 
Codetous, or an Idolater, or a Railer, or a Drunkard, 
or an Extortioner, with ſuch a one, no not to eat. Such 
a one is abſolutely untit for Prayer, Prov. xv. 8, 29. 
Mea, he is utterly unfit to wear the Chriſtian Name, 
and hath no Right unto it, 2 Tim. ii. 19. Let eve- 
ry one that nameth the Name of Chriſt depart from Iniquity. 
And if he is unht for the Company and Prayers of the 
Upright, who continueth in his Sins,he muſt be un- 
worthy of Communicating with them, and therefore 
Chriſtian Diſcipline ſhould ſeperate him from the 
Communion of Saints. The Sacrament is to ſeperate 
the Sinner and the Saint, the Impenitent and the Pi- 
ous; ſo that he who liveth in Sin hath no right unto it;

nion“ the Womb of the Virgin Mary, and born of 
« her without Sin. That he preached the Will 
of God to Men, and ſet them an Example of al; 
holy Living in the human Nature. That at laſt 
ing he died for our Sins, and roſe again the third Day 
« from the Dead for our Juſtification. That after he 
had given his Apoſtles ſufficient Inſtructions about 
his Fingdom, e aſcended up into Heaven, and 


“ fat down at the Right Hand of God, where he 
Man B 2 
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c ever liveth to make Interceſſion for us. That 
« being aſcended, he ſent forth his Spirit ro inſpire 
« the Apoſtles, and ſanctify his Church. That he 
« will come again in the Glory of his Father, with 
« all the holy Angels, and the Trump of God, to 
« endand judge the Living and Dead, according to 
e their Decds; when the Wicked and Ungodly 
« ſhall go away into everlaſting Puniſhment, but 
« the Righteous into Life eternal. That whoever 
« repents of his former Sins, and believeth in him, 
« leading a Life of Holineſs and Obedience here 
« now, ſhall, thro' the Mediation of Chriſt, be 
« pardoned, accepted, and eternally ſaved, as to 

both Body and Soul; bur, Thar all they ſhall for 
« ever periſh who continue impenitent unto their 
« Lives End.“ Theſe are ſome of the great Arti- 
cles of Faith, which we muſt believe, if ever we 
are ſaved hereafter, or accepted here; yea, we 
muſt believe every thing that is a Fundamental of 
Chriſtianity, whether it be here inſerted or left 
out. It is only for Perſons that believe this, that 
the Sacrament is adminiſter'd now, or u as inſtituted 
ar firſt; and therefore he who doth not believe the 
Goſpel, nor was ever baptized into the Name of 
Chriſt, hath no Right to come to the Lord's Ta- 
ble. And how is it, O my Soul, with thee in this 
Reſpect? Art thou a Believer or an Infidel? Thou 
Walk very early taken into Chriſt's Church, and de- 
clared a Member of it by Baptiſm : But haſt thou 
not forfeited thy Relation to it, thro' Unbelief of 
the Truth? Conſider, O my Soul, that to believe 
explicitly is a thing of very great Moment and Ne- 
ceſſity. Thou haſt the Goſpel of Chriſt, which 
containeth all Things neceſſary to be known and 
believed in order to thine eternal Salvation. Thou 
maylt read and hear it every Day, but doſt thou 


believe all Things conrained in it as divine Tun 
Do

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Doft thou believe that Jeſus was a Teacher and 
Saviour appointed of God, in Obedience to whom 
thou art to believe, and ſubmit ro Chriſt 7 Doſt thou 
believe that all Sins (ſaving that againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt) are pardoned, and every Offering accepted, 
all Bleſſings imparted, and every ſincere Penitent 
ſwed, only thro' the Mediation of our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt? Doſt thou believe, that thou ſhalt wit- 
ling or uawilling, a Saint or a Sinner) one Day ap- 
pear before the judgment Seat of Chriſt, that thou 
may*ft receive the Things done in the Body, ac- 
cording to that thou haſt done in it, whether it be 
good or bad? Doſt thou fully believe the Doc- 
trine, Miracles, and Goſpel of Jetus ? If thou doſt. 
but live according to this Faith, and worthily fre- 
quent this Sacrament, and thro' him in whom thou 
belicveſt, thon ſhalt be jaſtified and faved. But 
Examination may be recommended and conſidered, 
II. As it relpects our Know- 
ledge of the Nature, End, and In- The Nature of 
tention of this Sacrament, It is a tbe Sacrament, 
good Underſtanding of this Chriſti- 
an Inſtitution, that muſt fit us to purſue and ob- 
tain the gracious Deſigns of it And therefore it 
is neceſſary in the Nature of Things, that we will 
underſtand the holy Sacrament, * 2 we partake 
of it. How ſhall we diſcern the Lord's Body, or look 
up to Jeſus the Author and Finiſher of ony Faith, «ho 
for the Foy that vas ſet before him, endured the Geſs, 
deſpiſing the ſame, unleſs we know that it was inſti- 
tuted by Chriſt, and is to be obſerved by us, as a 
Commemoration of him as dying ? How ſhall we 
fix in our Minds a laſting Senſe of God's being pro- 
pitious to Men, (i. e. inclined to pardon and fave 
them, upon their Repentance of all paſt Sin, and 
perſevering in a Conrſe of Virtue for the future) 
thro' the Death of his = the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
3. as 
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as a Sacrifice for the expiation of all Sin; I ſay, 
how ſhall we fix in our Minds a Senſe of God 
readineſs to forgive and ſave reformed Sinner 
thro' the Death of Chriſt, without we know that 
this Sacrament was inſtituted, and is to be kept u 
as a perpetual Commemoration of that Death © 
Chrit, thro* which God diſpenſes his Megs an 
forgiveth the Sins of all that do unfeignedly re 
pent ? Ir is impoſſible that we ſhou'd worthily par 
take of this ſolemn Inſtitution of Chriſt, withou 
we know and obſerve the Ends of it. So that Ig 
norance of the Signification and Nature of thi 
Lord's Supper, is an incapacity for it; and the 
Man who doth not well underſtand and know 1 
is unprepared for, and unworthy of it. I Kno- 
ſome Authors have pleaded hard for Childrens be 
ing brought to partake of the Lord's Supper : Bu 
they might as well have pleaded for the Admiſha 
of the Drunkard, the Madman, and the Fool: fo 
the One is as capable of examining himſelf, and of dj 
cerning the Lord's Body (things which are indiſpe 
ſably required of all who wou'd worthily partak 
of the Lord's Supper) as the other- And indee 
none of them can do either, and therefore mul

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The one cou'd not diſcriminate between this ſa- 
cred Feaſt upon the Sacrifice of Chriſt and a com- 
mon Meal, thro' the Cravings of his animal A 
petite; nor the other, thro his ſhameful and wick- 
ed exceſs. So that neither the one nor the other 
did ſeriouſly conſider, what a ſolemn act of Reli- 
gion they were going about, or for what ends it 
was appointed: they were loſt to the great De- 
ſigns of this folemn 8 inſomuch, that they 
came together only to profane, and not to eat the 
Lord's Supper, ver. 20. V ben ye come together there - 
fore into one Place, this is no to eat the Lord's Supper. 
They received the Elements as they wou'd com- 
mon Bread and Wine, for the ſatisfying their Hun- 
ger and Thirſt, and mixed the Lord's Supper with 
their own; by which they quite altered the Na- 
ture of the Action, inſomuch, that it was rather 
an irregular and common Meal, than that ſacred 
Feaſt which Chriſt had Inſtituted. They did not di 
cern, or rather as it ſhou'd be render d, they did 
not diſcriminate the Signs of the Lord's Body. ney 
ſaw and eat the Bread, they perceived and dran 
the Wine, but they pur no difference between them 
now, and when they were their common Food. 
And this, (the Apoſtle tells them) wvas not to eat 
the Lord's Supper. The Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper was inſtituted, not to ſatisfy Hunger and 
Thirſt, to ſtrengthen and refreſh the IIuman Bo- 
dy, but to put the ever-bleſſed God, our ſelves, 
and the World in Remembrance of the Death of 
Chriſt, as an expiation appointed and accepted by 
God, for all Sins repented of and forſaken. It 
was inſtituted by Chriſt as a Memorial of his Death, 
and commanded/to be done in Remembrance of 
him, ver. 24, 25. fo that (as St. Paul obſerveth, 
ver. 26.) 2s oft as ye eat this Bread, and drink this Cup, 
ye do ſbew the Lord's Death till he come. The Ele-

crament is a ſtanding Memorial of the Death o 
Che iſt, conſidered as a Sacrifice for the Sins of Men, 
God, conſidered as the righteous Governour of the 
World, did not think it honourable to his Perfec 
tions or Government, to forgive Man's Tranſgrel- 
ſions of the Law, without diſconraging Sin for the 
future, and manifeſting his Diſpleaſure againſt it; 
and yet he was inclined, by his innate Goodneſs, to 
forgive and pardon them. And therefore to for- 
give Man honourably, he appointed by his Wif- 
dom and Mercy, that Chriſt's Death ſhou'd be a 
Sacrifice of Expiation for all Sins repented of and 
forſaken. And hence Chriſt is called our Paſſover, 
a Sacrifice, and the Propitiation for our Sins; and ſaid, 
10 bare our Sins, to be wounded fer our Tranſoveſſions, 
ond to give his Life a Ranſom for us. As the Death 
of Chrift then was really a Sacrifice for Sin, upon 
account of which, he is ſaid to be made a Sin-offer- 
ine for ts, 2 Cor. v. 21. ſo this Sacrament is a Com- 
memoration of Chriſt's Death, under the Notion 
of a Sacrifice all-ſufficient and eternal. And by 
partaking of this Ordinance in Remembrance of 
Chriſt, we proclaim his Death to the World, ang 
endeayour to keep up not only in our own Minds, 
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but in all others, the moſt lively Remembrance of 
it, as that Thing upon which God pardons our 
Sins, and confers Life and Immorrality upon us, 
upon our repenting, and final perſevering in Ho- 
lineſs and Obedience. It is ro remind the great 
God of the Sacriſice of Chriſt, which he himſelf 
appointed and accepted, for the Atonement of Sin; 
and ſo it is our plea for Pardon and Acceptance 
wich him, in virtue of that Atonement, Ir ma 
be conſidered alfo as our covenanting with God, 
and our Communion with him and one another; 
here we ratify and confirm our baptiſmal Cove- 
nant and Dedication, and promiſe a ſincere Sub- 
miſton to the Conditions of that Covenant which 
was ſealed by the Blood of Chriſt in favour of us. 
Hereby we have communion with our Lord and 
one another, 1 Cor. x.16. The Cup of Bleſſing which 
ewe bleſs, is it not the Communion of the Blood of Chriſt ? 
The Broad cubich cue break, i« it not the Communion of 
the Body of Chriſt? (i. e.) by it we own and profeſs 
our common Relation to, and Intereſt in; the Lord 
ſeſus Chriſt, as our common Sacrifice, Head and 
Matter ; and alſo our Fellowſhip and Relation to 
and with one another, as Fellow Members of the 
ſame Spiritual Body or Society, vr. 17. For we 
being many, are one Bread and one Body; for <ve ere all 
ÞP irtakers of that one Bread. | 
If therefore we wou'd avoid the Unworthineſs 
an Judgments of the Corinthians, if we wou'd diſ- 
cen the Lord's Body, and partake of the Sacra- 
m-.1t in Remembrance of Chriſt, ler ns learn from 
ti the nature, end, and Deſign thereof.

This Sacrament was inſtituted not to begin, fo 
much as to carry on, the Divine Life; not to ex- 
cite, ſo much as to confirm and ſtrengthen, holy 
Reſolutions, and the beſt diſpoſitions of the Hu- 
man Nature; and therefore, the divine Life and 
holy Reſolutions muſt be conceived and begun e're 
a Perſon can be worthy to communicate in it. He 
that partakes ſhou'd be rich in Faith, and full of 
Gratitude and Love, becauſe he mult there exer- 
ciſe thoſe Graces, if he wou'd be accepted and re- 
ccive advantage. 

He ſhou'd be rich in Faith: Faith, not only in 
the Being and Mercy of God, but alſo in a cruci- 
fed Saviour and an inviſible State, is neceſſary to 
worthy Receiving. The Receiver muſt look be-

God commended his Love to us, i 
that while <ve were yet Sinners, Chriſt died for u 
Rom. v. 8, Herein is Love, not that cue loved God, bi 
that he leved us, and ſent his Son to be the Propitiatio 
fer our Sins, 1 John iv. 10. For God ſo loved tt 
I orld, that he gave his only-begotten Son, that cuboſ

4 
nec Commandment I give unto you, that ye love one 
another, &c. ani Chav. xv. 12 This is my Command- 
ment, that ye lous one another, as I have lover you. 
And again, wer. 17. Theſe, Thines I command yen, 
that ye love one another. And leſt this moſt atfectio- 
nate Charge ſhou'd fail of inſpiring them with the 
ſincereſt Reſpect, he has wiſely calculated this Or- 
dinance for the promoting of Brotherly Love, and 
mutual Charity. For when we are commemorat- 
ing the Death of Chriſt, as 4 Propitiation for our 

Sins, and not for our Sins only, but alſo for the Sins 
the whole World; we can't but find a noble Spirit 
of Humanity, and an umverſal Love of Mankind: 
promoted and encouraged within us. F God fo 
loved us; eve who need each others good Otfices and 
nelp, cuebt alſo to love one another.

When we come 
Injuries. to the Holy Sacrament, at which we 
publickly declare our mutual Agree 

ment, Fellowſbip and Communion, one with another, 
there ſhou'd be no Enmity or Hatred of any one. 
No, there ſnou d be real Charity and Good-will, yea, 
mutual Reconciliation and Love, Aattb. v. 23, 24 
If T hou bring thy Gift to the Altar, and there remem. 
bereſt that thy Brother hath ought againſt thee, leaw 
there thy Gift before the Altar, and go thy Ii ay; fig 
be reconciled to thy Brother, and then come and offer th 
Gift. From which Text a cuſtom obtain'd in thei 
ancient Church, for the Deacon to ſtand up and 
proclaim, Let no Man that receives have ought againſ 
his Brother. So that our Love to the Brethren, and 
to all indeed, ſhou'd be exerciſed and ſhewn forth, 
I. In our forgiving of all injuries. To the Sacra: 
ment we come to have Forgiveneſs and Pardon ſeal- 
ed to us, and therefore we ſhou'd forgive others 
We hope to have all our Sins, tho' they are many 
and great, forgiven thro* the precious Blood 0 
Chriſt which cleanſeth from all Sin, and we ſhou'd, 
we muſt forgive all the little injuries and affront 
others have Shs and offered us. God's forgiving 
us for Chrift's ſake, lays an Obligation upon us to 
forgive, Eph. iv.

e, O King, — break off — thine Iniquities by ſheey- 
ine Mercy to the Poor: But whether it is or not, 
I ſhall not enquire. However, it is certain that the 
primitive Chriſtians expreſſed their Love to Chriſt 
and the poor Saints, by very liberal Contributions 
to their Support and Supplies. They made very large 
Collections of Money for the Poor, 1 Cer. xvi. 1. 
yea, the very firſt Chriſtiaùs had all Things com- 
mon, Acts ii. 44, 45. And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all Things common, and ſold their Poſ- 
ſeſſrons and Goods, and parted them to all Alen, as every 
Man had need. In imitation of this, the Corinthians 
celebrated a certain Feaſt called the Feaſt of Charity. 
And hence we derive that excellent Cuſtom of gi- 
ving Money at the Sacrament; not merely to & 

fray the Charge of it, but as Charity to the Poor; 
by which we ſhew our Love to the poor Saints; 
and alſo our Gratitude to Chriſt, who doth accept, 
and will reward it, as done to himſelf, Matt. xxv. 
40. Verily I ſay unto you, in as much as Je have done 
it unto one of the leaſt of theſe my Breil ren, ye have 
done it unto me.
